Evans said there are two ways to remove 
what have come to be known as “bingo 
wings”— a term originating from the idea that 
women playing the game wave their winning 
cards, causing the flabby skin hanging from 
the upper arms to flap. 

The methods are liposuction or a surgical 
procedure known as brachioplasty in which 
an incision is made from the elbow to the 
armpit and loose skin is removed from the 
back of the arms. 

Plastic surgeon Keith Allison, speaking on 
behalf of the British Association of Aesthetic 
Plastic Surgeons, said U.K. surgeons also had 
seen a rise in demand for arm surgery al- 
though the numbers remain small. 

Allison said the scarring that comes with 
a brachioplasty is a common deterrent for 
people. 

“You will get better contouring, but you do 
get a long scar with it, and many people don’t 
want that. Scars can take i8 months to two 
years to fade,” Allison said. 

Allison said liposuction could work for 
younger patients with good skin elasticity 
while severely overweight people who have 
slimmed down might opt for a brachioplasty 

“ Y)u can get a quick fix for bingo wings, but 
it does come at a cost,” he said.

LONDON More women are going under the 
knife to achieve the kind of toned upper arms 
earned by stars’ vigorous gym workouts, but 
plastic surgeons warn the operation comes at 
a cost— scarring. 

Statistics released by the American Society 
of Plastic Surgeons this week showed that 
arm-lift surgery on women has soared 
more than 4,400 percent in the 
past decade, fueled by sleeveless 
fashions and a focus on well- 
shaped celebrities. 

An online poll of 1,219 wom- 
en commissioned by the ASPS 
this spring found that women 
^ are paying closer attention to 
well-toned arms, most admir- 
ing those of first lady Michelle 
Obama and actresses Jenni- 
fer Aniston, Jessica Biel and 
Demi Moore. 

“Women are paying more at- 
tention to their arms in general 
and are becoming more aware of 
options to treat this area,” ASPS 
President Gregory Evans said in a 
statement. 

He said 98 percent of 15,000 
arm-lift patients in the United States 
last year were women, and more than 
75 percent of these were older than 40. 
Surgeons in the U.S. perform the 
most aesthetic/cosmetic procedures, fol- 
lowed by Brazil, according to the Interna- 
tional Society of Aesthetic Plastic Surgery, 
and they tend to pioneer new trends in the

‘Cluster* intersection fix moves forward

The proposed reconfiguration of the six-way 
intersection of Fullerton, Damen and Elston

Evidence of pilgrim

This is the first direct evidence of canni- 
balism at Jamestown, the oldest permanent 
English colony in the Americas, according to 
the Washington-based museum and research 
complex. 

An excavation at the historic site revealed 
not just the remains of dogs, cats and horses 
eaten by settlers during the cold “Starving 
Time” of that year, but also the bones of a girl 
known to researchers simply as “Jane.” Only 
61 of the 500 colonists survived the winter of 
1609. It is not known whether Jane was killed 
or died of natural causes. The Smithsonian 
said there is no evidence of murder. 

She may have been chosen because others 
in her household were already dead and there 
was no one to bury her, said Smithsonian fo- 
rensic anthropologist Douglas Owsley

Loyola men’s volleyball 
is partying like it’s 1963

Do something in Chicago that hasn’t been 
done in 50 years, like the Loyola men’s vol- 
leyball team is doing, and eventually heads 
will turn. 

“Going to the final four, to accomplish 
that, definitely, people are noticing,” said 
Eric Daliege, a fifth-year senior middle hit- 
ter for Loyola. 

Daliege and his teammates became the first 
Ramblers men’s volleyball team to advance to 
a final four after knocking off archrival Lewis 
University on Saturday They’re also the first 
team from the school in any sport to advance 
that far since the men’s basketball team won 
the national championship in 1963. 

Loyola takes on UC-Irvine at 8 p.m. Thurs- 
day in Los Angeles. Penn State and B YU play 
in the other semifinal. 

“It feels great to go to the final four finally,” 
freshman setter Peter Hutz said. 

Finally? 

That’s something you’d expect to hear from 
former player and now coach Shane Davis, 
who has been with the program in some ca- 
pacity for nearly 15 years. 

“It’s awesome not only to coach at your 
alma mater but be able to get the program to 
the next level, someplace that it’s never been,” 
said Davis, who graduated from Loyola in 
2003. “So it’s special.” 

So special that the fact that they’re making 
school history hasn’t sunk in just yet. 

“Growing up as a volleyball kid, I always 
dreamed about making it to the final four,” 
freshman middle hitter Nicholas Olson 
said. “{ 1 } never thought I’d actually do it as 
a freshman.” 

“It’s definitely a weird feeling,” added 
Thomas Jaeschke, a freshman outside hitter 
from Wheaton who is second on the team

with 336 kills. “Coming in as a freshman, I 
didn’t know what to expect and this is defi- 
nitely more {than I thought would happen}, 
but obviously we’ve still got work to do and 
that’s why we’re here.” 

As for how they got there, Daliege attri- 
butes that to a heavy dose of patience and 
coming together at the right time. 

The Ramblers roster features three fresh- 
man starters (Hutz, Jaeschke and Olson) who 
have made an immediate impact.. 

“We sort of just gelled together as a team 
at the end of the year and started playing our 
best ball about a month or two ago,” he said. 
“That’s been the key to our success.” 

With all that success comes recognition on 
campus. 

As the team has kept winning, players say 
their classmates have taken notice. 

“We’re getting lots of congratulations from 
people,” Daliege said “I’m getting congratula- 
tions from kids I haven’t talked to from high 
school.” 

“We’ve all just kind of become little celeb- 
rities on campus, which is pretty cool,” Hutz 
added. 

And has it helped with the ladies? 

‘Always,” Olson said, laughing. 

In the meantime, the players are juggling 
final exams, too. 

“It’s tough and a little stressful,” Hutz said.

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Kayden Kross wants ‘Aroused’ doc to show 
the human side of the porn industry

Pitbull, a Billboard Top 20 artist and a spokesperson for Bud Light, can, 
without incident, include a song called “Everybody F***s” on an album. 
Yet, the sight of that asterisk-altered title often inspires giggles, judgment 
and scorn. 

In an effort to present the people who work in porn as just that— people— Deborah 
Anderson’s documentary, ‘Aroused,” features interviews with 16 female adult film stars. 
It begins Friday at Landmark Century Cinemas. 

One of the film’s subjects, Kayden Kross, is one of the world’s most successful adult 
film stars. She has more on her mind than one might expect from a person who does what 
she does for a living. 



Kross, 27, has written for Complex maga- 
zine, guest-starred in two episodes of FX’s 
“The League” and appeared repeatedly on the 
G4 Network. 

She also reads Philip Roth novels, can’t han- 
dle films such as “The Evil Dead” remake and 
is writing a non-fiction book about her work 
to reflect the human side of the business. 

“I want it to be no big deal,” she says of her 
industry “It’s just another facet of life. We’re all 
sexual creatures.” 

On the phone from her L.A. home, Kross 
taked to RedEye about the film, her book and 
the problems of dating in porn. 

Do you feel like you or anyone else involved 
in “Aroused” had any reservations about 
participating once it became a platform to go 
behind the scenes? 

No, not at all. Behind the scenes of adult 
{films} I think almost always puts us in a more 
positive light than whatever was assumed. So 
any chance we get to show that world in a way 
that isn’t slanted or biased toward making it 
look like the stereotypical thing you expect 
from porn— any opportunity is good for us. 
And I don’t think there’s a single girl in the 


film who has had any reservations or any 
regrets about being a part of it. I think they’ve 
only been more surprised and seen more come 
from it than they expected. 

Something you said in the movie was interest- 
ing, about how when you were younger you 
didn’t have the courage to give a book report 
but now you answer questions you called in- 
timate, personal and almost offensive. Where 
do you draw the line as far as when something 
becomes offensive? 

Leading questions are most offensive to me. 
The most annoying and also most common 
leading question people will ask— and they’re 
doing it for comedic effect, and maybe it is 
funny and we just take it personally— but 
they’ll say something like, “So, when did your 
uncle molest you?” 

What?! 

Seriously, that happens more than you can 
possibly imagine. That’s a very very common 
thing people say And of course that’s offensive. 
Or they’ll say “So, when did your dad abandon 
you?” They just assume that there {are} some 
very serious issues, and they want to make a 





joke of it {for} their audience. It’s petty and 
it’s mean, and there’s no reason to do that. 

For a while in “The Girl Next Door,” Emile 
Hirsch’s character expects Elisha Cuthbert’s 
character to behave like the porn star 
persona he sees on screen. In “Aroused,” an 
agent says the actresses do become their 
personas. How much do you think that’s 
true, and how much do you feel that expec- 
tation from people? 

Honestly the movie “The Girl Next Door” is 
not the one that people bring up in my experi- 
ence. The one that people bring up is “Boogie 
Nights.” I think “The Girl Next Door” did a 
better job of portraying what porn is like, if it’s 
like anything, than “Boogie Nights.” 

I think “Boogie Nights” portrayed just a dif- 
ferent era, and obviously again with the Hol- 
lywood treatment. I don’t know that either of 
them {is} close to what it’s really like. 

Really porn is a gathering of very different 
people. We all come in for different reasons 
and stay in for different reasons. You don’t 
have to be an exceptional character in any 
direction to do porn. It’s a basic enterprise; 
anyone can do it. So when people expect 


that there’s some crazy interesting story or 
character behind every persona, it’s just rarely 
the case. {Laughs.} 

Do you think people will be surprised about 
what you’re saying in your book? 

The thing that we don’t show in porn is the 
humanity the relationships. And I think 
that’s the thing that people are the most 
curious about. It’s not just, “How do you 
be in love ... and it’s just two adults both 
working in porn?” It’s, “How are you healthy 
adults in porn going home to your family at 
Thanksgiving?” and “How are you a healthy 
adult with healthy friendships or a healthy 
adult with children or with the intention of 
children down the road?” 

In “Aroused,” some of the women refer to 
risks and situations that have made them 
uncomfortable. Have you had situations that 
were uncomfortable, and do you feel like 
you can stop that from happening? 

It’s hard for me to comment on that because 
I’ve always been in contract. And being in 
contract, you have certain— how do I put 
this — I have more power than a girl who is 
independent over what I’m doing in porn ... 

I basically can say yes or no to literally any 
detail of my shoot. ... 

The places where I’ve been uncomfort- 
able— and this again relates back to what I’m 
trying to capture in the book— has been the 
emotional thing, where you show up to set 
and you just broke up with your boyfriend 
and your boyfriend is the person you’re hav- 
ing sex with that day Or worse, you show up 
to set {laughs} and your boyfriend’s there and 
your ex-boyfriend is the person you’re having 
sex with that day That gets complicated. 

How do you deal with that? 

I had one scene where I had broken up with 
this person that I was with for a long time, 
and I hadn’t seen him and I didn’t know quite 
where we were, and we go to the scene and I 
think everything’s fine, and then it’s not fine. 
{Laughs.} I started crying. I couldn’t help it. 
This was a person I was in love with, and I 
stiU cared very much about him. I could tell 
that he was pretty messed up about it, too. 

So what do you do? Do you call off a day 
that’s going to cost the company you’re with 
thousands and thousands and thousands and 
thousands of dollars when you’re the one 
that put yourself in the situation? ... That’s 
incredibly awkward and strange, but really 
{you have to} laugh. It’s funny 

Does that turn anyone off to those 
relationships? 

Does anything ever turn people off of rela- 
tionships where they’re so crazy about each 
other that they’re actually sort of temporarily 
insane?

The search for a new host for TV’s popular 
“Check, Please!” has been whittled to five final- 
ists, executive producer David Manilow says. 

Freelance writer Senam Amegashie; Tavern 
at the Park owner Donny de Castro; Culinary 
Curator president Catherine De Orio; Ina’s 
Kitchen owner Ina Pinkney; and pastry chef 
and food consultant Sarah Levy are in con- 
tention for the job on WTTW-Ch. ii’s most 
popular show 

Nearly i,ooo people sent videos to apply 
for the position, and in March Manilow and 
his team announced 17 finalists, including sev- 
eral chefs. Initially, the host was going to be 
announced Wednesday 

Then WTTW and the show’s produc- 
ers agreed to do a TV special— indeed, “The 
Check, Please Host (Almost) Audition Spe- 
cial,” which promises to detail the audition 


and decision process, will air May 17. “We

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Team rebuilding world’s first website

Twenty years ago, a team of researchers shared the 
Web with the world. Now they want to show a gen- 
eration that grew up online what the Internet was 
like in its earliest days. 

The European Organization for Nuclear Re- 
search, known as CERN, is celebrating the 20th 
anniversary of the date it released, for free, the tech- 
nology and software needed to run a Web server. 

In honor of the anniversary, a team has been as- 
sembled to recreate a working version of the first 
website, a how-to guide hosted by the project’s cre- 
ators. 

The organization issued a statement on April 30, 
1993, that announced the release of that Web to the 
public. 

British physicist Tim Berners-Lee created and 
named the Web (also commonly called “W3” for short 
in those days) in 1989 at CERN. Originally it was de- 
signed as a way for scientists at different universities 
and other institutes to share information. 

“Vague, but exciting,” Berners-Lee’s supervisor 
wrote on the cover of a proposal while greenlighting 
the project. 


By 1993, there were roughly 400 known Web serv- 
ers. But the World Wide Web accounted for only 
about I percent of Internet traffic. The rest was re- 
mote access to computer networks, e-mail and file 
transfers from one computer to another. 

Since then it has become a constant presence in 
the lives of people around the world. Today there are 
somewhere around 630 million websites. 

“There is no sector of society that has not been 
transformed by the invention, in a physics labora- 
tory, of the Web,” said Rolf Heuer, CERN’s director- 
general. 

The first website was, not surprisingly devoted to 
the Web project itself, describing how to use it and set 
up a Web server. It was hosted on Berner-Lee’s NeXt 
computer— the product developed at a company 
founded by Steve Jobs before he returned to Apple. 

That computer is still at CERN’s headquarters in 
Geneva. But it no longer hosts that first website. 

CERN’s team aims to change that, restoring the 
earliest versions of files that were on the site as well 
as making it a home for stories about those formative 
days. They’ll be combing CERN’s servers for data pre- 
served from that time.
